Citizens Election 


With the Health Association 
finding little success in obtaining 
additional medical service? to sup¬ 
plement the town’s lone doctor, it 
was revealed today that the com¬ 
munity administration regula¬ 
tions have been relaxed to permit 
the establishment of an office for 
any physician who may desire to 
start a private practice. 

The administration officials 
pointed out that they have been 
making a considerable effort to 
help the Health Association loca¬ 
ting additional doctors. The med¬ 
ical assignment and procurement 
division has certified that Green¬ 
belt is entitled to three physi¬ 
cians, but since the resignation of 
Dr. Isabel Blum two weeks ago 
efforts to locate another doctor 
have been unsuccessful. Health 
Association officials state that 
they have some leads, but nothing 
definite has been arranged as yet. 

Under the terms of the rental 
leases which occupants of the 
Federally owned homes must 
sign, the practice of a business 
enterprise in the houses is pro¬ 
hibited and this provision has re¬ 
sulted, in the past, in a ban on 
private medical practice. Commu¬ 
nity officials stated that arrange¬ 
ments will be made, upon request, 
for the rental of an apartment or 
house as a doctor’s office. The 
doctor would not be permitted to 
reside in the same house, but a 
residence would also be rented to 
the physican and his family with¬ 
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The annual election of the Citi¬ 
zens Association will be advanced 
to Monday, April 3. Abe Chasa- 
now, acting president, announced 
today. 

The executive board decided on 
this action because of the recent 
resignation of Dayton Hull and 
George Tretter, president and 
treasurer respectively, of the as¬ 
sociation. 

The following nominating com¬ 
mittee has been appointed: Don 
Cooper, Bob Volckhausen, Edna 
Stripling, Estelle Dolgoff and Mrs. 
Clarke George. 

The executive board urged the 
nomination of residents from the 
newer sections of town as many 
of the problems arising recently 
directly affect them. Nominations 
may be made by contacting any 
of the committee. 

Every adult resident of Green¬ 
belt is a member of the associa¬ 
tion and entitled to vote and hold 
office. The association charges no 
dues. Activities are financed 
through dances and other social 
activities.

more persons, not holding mem¬ 
bership in the association, call 
upon him for treatment. It was 
also stated that the entrance of 
Dr. Christenson of Berwyn into 
military service has also placed 
an additional load upon Dr. Eis¬ 
ner as the former has a wide 
practice among Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents. 

Hyman Black, Health Associa¬ 
tion president, announced today 
the engagement of Rudolph Shu- 
bert as business manager to suc¬ 
ceed Delbert Mesner who has ac¬ 
cepted a position with the Group 
Health Association in Washing¬ 
ton. Black also stated that the 
directors are making a bid for 
more cooperation between the as¬ 
sociation officials and members. 
He pointed out that Dr. Eisner 
is treating approximately 20 of¬ 
fice patients and making an addi¬ 
tional 10 to 20 home visits daily, 
besides caring for many obstet¬ 
rical cases. 

Black urged the members and 
non-members to be as considerate 
as possible, for the present at 
least, in the use of the associa¬ 
tion facilities. He pointed out 
that the board of directors have 
been holding meetings twice a 
week to help relieve the critical 
situation. 


The Welfare Division of the 
Woman’s Club, Mrs. Linden Dod¬ 
son, chairman, met at the home 
of Mrs. Philip Morrell last Tues¬ 
day to hear Mrs. Peter Lejins 
urge the establishment of a juve¬ 
nile court in Prince Georges 
County. Dr. Peter Lejins, assist¬ 
ant professor of sociology at the 
University of Maryland, was the 
scheduled speaker, but as he was 
unable to attend, at the last mo¬ 
ment, his wife substituted. 

Mrs. Lejins advocated that all 
county organizations interested in 
the juvenile delinquency problem 
write to the county commission¬ 
ers. She also urged support of the 
county recreation program and a 
boost in teachers’ salaries.

M,ayor Allen D. Morrison, 
extending the Town Council’s ap¬ 
preciation for faithful service, 
stated at Monday’s meeting that 
it had been a distinct pleasure to 
work with Lastner during the lat¬ 
ter’s four years of service on the 
Council, during which he proved 
most cooperative and helpful. 

James T. Gobbel, town mana¬ 
ger, expressing his regards of the 
departing councilman said, “Dur¬ 
ing our several years of acquaint¬ 
ance, I have always known Last¬ 
ner to take a definite stand on 
what he thought best for the 
community.” 

In reply, Lastner stated that 
not only was it worthwhile to 
serve our country, but it had also 
proved worthwhile to serve the 
town in which he lived for seven 
years. Lastner’s seat on the 
council will not be filled until it 
is known where his post of duty 
with the army will be.

The town council, Monday 
night, acted upon several items 
of importance to the municipality. 
Passing a resolution to donate 
hospital supplies and equipment 
to the neyv Prince Georges County 
hospital at Cheverly, the council 
expressed Greenbelt’s desire to co¬ 
operate with the county in this 
endeavor. The materials have 
been unused for two years fol¬ 
lowing thd closing of the Green¬ 
belt hospital and much of it is 
facing deterioration. All non-ex¬ 
pendable equipment, such ,as beds, 
are being sent to Cheverly on a 
loan basis and can be recalled to 
Greenbelt on thirty days notice. 
The cash value of the material 
involved is estimated at from 
$1000 to $1500, although the ori¬ 
ginal cost was $4000. The newly 
erected hospital has been serious¬ 
ly handicapped in its efforts to 
open and serve the needs of the 
people of the county because of 
its inability to secure supplies, a 
critical shortage which exists 
throughout the country. 

To further the interests of town 
employees, an ordinance was pass¬ 
ed to provide a bonus of $75 to be 
paid town workers who are draft¬ 
ed into the armed forces. To 
qualify for the bonus one must 
have been employed regularly by 
the town for a period of a least 
six months at the time of induc¬ 
tion. This ordinance is retroact¬ 
ive to July 1, 1943. 

Final approval was given a res¬ 
olution to establish the Victory 
Day committee which now goes 
to the local American Legion 
Post for approval. The plan is for 
the Town Council and Legion to 
form a joint committee to raise 
funds to be invested in war bonds 
until the nation is at peace. The 
funds will then be used to cele¬ 
brate the day of victory and to 
give appropriate recognition of lo¬ 
cal citizens who served in the 
armed forces. The committee will 
be composed of the members of 
the Council, serving at the time 
of the adoption of this resolution, 
the town manager and six mem¬ 
bers designated by Greenbelt Post 
No. 136 of the American Legion. 

The town manager was author¬ 
ized to erect and maintain a 
structure to display the names of 
all residents and employees of 
Greenbelt on December 7, 1941 
who have served in the armed 
forces. There are more than 
800 at this time and six have died 
in service. 

Harry Rhodes, director of pub¬ 
lic works, has prepared sketches 
for a combination recreation hall 
and field house. The town mana¬ 
ger will proceed with plans and 
specifications and will secure bids 
for the structure. This building 
would meet both summer and 
winter recreational needs of the 
teen-aged Greenbelters. 

Engineers have advised town 
officials that the walls of the drug 
store building are not of sufficient 
strength to support the proposed 
teen age recreation center on the 
balcony, with the resulting large 
gatherings. GCS officials had ex¬ 
pressed willingness to enclose the 
balcony for such a purpose. 

While every effort has been 
made to provide plowing for vic¬ 
tory gardens, the town is unable 
to relieve the situation. Holders 
of garden plots will be given in¬ 
formation concerning private par¬ 
ties who have offered plowing ser¬ 
vice at fixed rates. 

4 Months Old Baby Dies 

This community was deeply 
grieved at the death of four 
months old Brenda Hollaway last 
Friday. Surviving are her par¬ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. William Hol¬ 
laway and older sisters, Berna-, 
dine and Bonnie. The infant's 
father had left home Friday 
morning to report to his Army 
camp in the South. The Red 
Cross immediately went into ac¬ 
tion and Hollaway was located 
aboard a train enroute through 
Alabama and notified of the 
baby’s passing. Arrangements 
were made for him to return to 
his home here.

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Maybe A Recreation Building? 

After all these years of wishing and hoping and talking we have 
tangible action taken towards erection of a recreation building for 
Greenbelt. Why one was not built in the first place we shall prob¬ 
ably never know. For six years Greenbelt youngsters and adults 
used the Elementary School for all meetings, for all indoor athletics, 
for all indoor entertainment of whatever sort. The building served 
tolerably well and every organization in town, at some time or an¬ 
other, has had ample reason to bless its existance and availability 
for community activity. However, the building was not well suited 
to many types of recreation, it was not well enough provided with 
rooms to accomodate all requests for its use, and janitor service has 
been a very real problem for evening affairs. 

Spurred on by critical need for a gathering place for teen-age boys 
and girls in our community, the Town Council wisely took action 
Monday night to have plans drawn and funds sought out for erec¬ 
tion of a combination recreation building and field house which will 
take a load off the school building, stimulate athletics and, in addi¬ 
tion, provide the rendezvous for youth that seems to desirable to all 
of us. 

Detail s are of course not yet decide^ upon at this writing, but sug¬ 
gestions range from shower rooms to a soda bar for the building. 
The latter item was proposed after construction engineers reported 
that the roof ovef the beauty shop and barber shop at the shopping 
center would not support the roof garden soda bar proposed by 
Greenbelt Consumer Services. 

“Perhaps,” one of the councilmen guessed, “we will have the rec¬ 
reation building by autumn.” Well, we have been disappointed 
too many times by delay in house construction, school construction, 

landscaping and other physical improvements by the Tederai Gov¬ 
ernment to place much faith in any dates predicted at this stage, but 
the fact that the Town Council and Town Manager are at work on 
plans and funds gives us encouragement which will keep our spirits 
high for several months.

For those of us who sew there 
are many intriguing fabrics and 
.patterns to entice us to make 
everything fresh for the auspicious 
coming-out date of spring. For 
those who don’t sew there are 
many advertisements urging us to 
delightful new things. Before buy¬ 
ing, let’s count up on our fingers 
the virtues of buying versus the 
virtues of doing without. 

Without question, any person 
gets a psychological boost with the 
acquisition and wearing of a spank¬ 
ing new outfit and in war time it 
is very important to get a boost 
now and then.
